Jr. His letler follows: 
"Editor

Hope, Arkansas 


Dear Sir: Tho richest agricul- 


tural land in Hcmpstcad County 
was selected by the Federal Gov- 
ernment and condemned for the 
purpose of establishing the South- 
western Proving Ground. 


The State's application for the 


35,000 acres of this abandon area 
must bo withdrawn immediately. 
A careful investigation has been 
made of ihe Federal Government's 
system of surplus land disposal. 
Reasons for withdrawal and the 
manner in which the system actu- 
ally works arc hereby outlined: 


1. Only 4,000 acres have been 


declared unrecoverable by the War 
Department and they are outside 
the- 35,000 acres requested by the 
State. 


2. 12,000 of the 35,000 acres 
arc 


to be sold with the recommenda- 
tion of "surface use" only. If ex- 
plosives arc found thereon, after 
sale, they will be removed immed- 
iately, at no cost, by contacting the 
U. S. Government. (Expenditure of 
a considerable sum of money by 
the Federal 
Government 
might 


make it suitable for 
cultivation 


since instruments are available 
for disclosing buried shells..! 


3. 
Approximately 50,000 acres 


were 
condemned 
in 
Hempstead 


County for the Southwestern Prov- 
ing Ground. 


4. The 35.000 acres applied for 


by the State were classified agri- 
cultural by the War' Assets Admin- 
istration and then transferred to 
the Federal Farm Mortgage Cor- 
poration. If the land had not been 
clasified agricultural then 
under 


the Federal law it could not have

tions of the world" to outlaw the 
killing of members of a conquered 
population.

Marshall Says 
Greece Must 
Have More Aid

The State Department 
floated 
a 
trial balloon today suggesting that 
more active American military aid 
may be needed to win the "battle 
of 
Gre9ce" 
from 
international 
communism. 


Secretary of 
State George C, 
Marshall's top expert on Greece— 
Loy W. Henderson, director of tho 
State Department's Office of Near 
Eastern Affairs—made the sugges- 
tion in a speech to the 
Kentucky 


Women's Action Committee forum 
at Louisville. 


If the situation in Greece, as a 


result of increased foreign assist- 
ance to guerrillas, deteriorates to 
a 
point 
where 
Greek 
forces 
"alone" cannot cope with it, Hen- 
derson told the forum: 


"The United States will not stand 
idly by while foreign aggressors 
deprite Greece of its territorial in- 
tegrity 
and 
political 
independ- 
ence." 


Henderson did not define what 
he meant when he said "will hot 
stand idly by." But one deduction 
could be the possibility that in the 
end American troops may toe need- 
ed to save Greece from 
commu- 
nism. 


Marshall had not seen Hender- 


son's speech in advance. Neither, 
of course, could commit the United 
States to such last resort action as 
use of troops. It would take con- 
gressional action. 


But Henderson's speech is bound 


to get the maximum 
interpreta- 


tion, especially in Greece. 
Greek 


officials are almost certain to in- 
terpret it as a promise 
that 
if

None 
of them had been disclosed previ 
piisly. 


Two of the notes protested

States. A third objected to the al- 
leged "interception" and search of 
a Yugoslav courier in Trieste. 


It was understood that the State 


Department has asked American

A . navy spokesman confirmee 
that the Providence was in Trieste 
the first of this month on a "rou- 
tine" call.

kucche', Both men go at cooking 
as if it wcrc one huge joke. Rudi 
whistles the latest hits, Hans adds 
spicy jokes along with his spices, 
and occasionally they introduce a 
mythical character from the "So- 
ciety of the Friends of Mankind" 
who protests that their recipes arc 
ruining humanity. 


As the poor bachelor Rudi has 


evoked so much sympathy, fans 
send him packages of salt, baking 
powder, soda powder, lemon pow 
der and headache powder. T h e 
latter was sent by a kind listcnei 
who suggested that he use it as an 
antidote for Hans' description of 
"Substitute-Coffee Grounds Cake."
